Q. Moether Learning, cfpecialy Philofoply, found 
"oF a more Eary reception among tie Gtecians than 
among the Romans 7 


A. The Affirmative is Unqueftionably True, 
fince the Rumans receiv'd their Learning from the 


Conquew’d Giecians, as Horace acquaints us in one 
ot his Epiftles ; 


Grecia capta ferum vidiorem ceptt, artes 
Intulit Agrefti Latio. | 


From Cizero we learn, that Oratory was receiy'd 
among the Romans earlier than Hiftory, Poetry, or 
Philofophy. Bur ir was buta rude kind of Orato- 
ry, While Deftirute of the feveral advantages de- 
rivd from the Liberal Sciences. Bat when ihe Re 
mans Were become intimately acquainted with the 
Grecians, they fo well imitated their Mafters, as 
to match the moft Eloquent Orators of uree.. Orch 
as Pericles, Thucydides ( who, tho’ an Hiftorian, 


fuficienciy difplays the Orator ) Plato (who, rho’ 


a Philofopher, adorns his Philofophy with ail the 
Ornaments of Elogucnce ) Demades, Phocion, De- 
mofthenes and Efchines with their famous C,afJus, An- 
tony (the two Elder of the Names) Sulpieius, Cot- 
ta, Cicero, Craffus (the younger ) C.efar and Brus 

The Remans in their imitation of the Grecians,be- 
gan with the Poets, efpecially the Dramaticks ; fuch 
as The[pis, Efchylus, Sophocles, Aristophanes and Eu- 
ripides, And therefore from the end of the Firft to 
the concluton of the Third Punick War feveral e- 
minent Poets flourit'd among the Romans. Name- 
ly, Andronicus Ennius, Pacuvius, Accius, Plautus, 
Terence, &c. Bur it was nor till the Auguftan Age, 
that Homer and Pindar feem'd to be Reviv'd in Vir- 
gidand Horace, 

Bur Thole famous Greek Hiftorians, Herodotns 
and Thucydides, fhone without any appearance of 
Competicorfhip from Rome, ull Salufi ( towards the 
Cenclufion of the Common wealth) wrote his Ca- 
taline and lugurtia, and Livy (in Augtftus’s Reign) 
his Roman Hittery. 

The Grecian Philofophy began ( for what is ree 
ported of Orpheus is too Fabulous to be depended 
on) in Thales, a Pkaenician indeed by Birth, but 
trum the place of his Setdlement, call’d the 2 
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and thence numbred with the Greck Philafophers. 

Bur tho’ Philofophy was long after that a Stranger 

to Rome, vet itthen fouriild at Crotona in Italy by 

the preat Genius and Induftry of Pythagoras, Scho. 

lar to Pherecydes, the Syrian. And there it made a 

ereaer Progrels under Pytagoras’s Scholars, Ovellus, 

Arcytas, Philolaus, Timeus, Parmemides, Acnon, Me- 
liffiis, apd Their Succeffors, than it did in Grecce 

under Anavimander, Anaxagoras, \onophanes, He- 
raclitus, Arclilaus and Democritus, Succeffors to 

Thates, Butthe Iralick Sect ( as rhofe brought up 
in Pythagoras’s Schoo! were call'd ) was afrerwards 

{trangely eclips’'d by theRevival and Improvement or 
Philotophy under Socrates, Plato, Ariftotle, Speucippus, 
Zenrcyates, Crates, Polemon, Areefilas and others, 

while as yer the Romais were Unacaquainted with 

it. 

Phictophy began ro find entertainment at Rome 
in the Year of the Cry 586, wher the dehaians 
(a People of Greece ) in number a Thoufand, for 
their Difatection to the Roman State were Difpers d 
inro feveral paris ot Italy Among whom was Pe- 
lybius of Megalopolis, who found fo kind a reception 
from Scipro and. Loclzus. But tho’in tae-Year 592 
Phiuofophy was Oiicourag’d by the Magiftrares, left 
thou’d fotren the ancient Dilcipline of “ome, yer 
a tew Yearsafrer tr mer with a Refurrection, when 
thefe Eloguent Binbatiadors from Greece, Carneades, 
and Drecencs saflain’d the Romans with an 
Fagerncts of defire to engage in the Sttdy of the 


Screne;s, (From wWilitcl time Philofophy a 


continual Progrets at Rowe, encourag’d by the Pa- 


tronage ot fome of the Eminenr Perfons in 
the Common-wealth, fuch as Sv/a (the Dictaror ) 
and: Lucullus, Pompeys Predeceflor in the Mirhri- 
darck War. 

Bat tuna in the Auguitan Age all the parts of 
Lierature (excepting thar of Eloquence, 
which is thunghe co have then paftir's Crifis,expire- 
‘ig, as it. were, with Cicero ) feemto have taken 
up their Refidence at Rome, as the Miftre(s of Learn- 
ing, as well as Emprefs of the World, yet the Ro. 
mans valued themfelyes for no Art fo much as the 
Art of Government,
